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WHERE  SHOULD  I  STORE  MY  VALUABLES? 


(BANK  VS.  HOME) 

Generally  speaking,  bank  safe  deposit 
boxes  are  safer  than  home  storage.  But, 
just  how  safe  are  they?  Pretty  safe. 

However,  you  can  lose  if  you  store  valuables 
other  than  documents  or  jewelry.  If  the 
box  turns  up  empty,  for  whatever  reason,  most 
banks  limit  their  liability  to  a  few  times 
the  annual  rental  fee  and,  even  then,  you 
must  prove  the  loss.  You  definitely  should 
read  the  rental  contract. 

Banks  normally  carry  no  insurance  to 
protect  against  theft,  etc.,  but  a  renter 
can  obtain  a  cheap  rider  to  his  homeowner's 
insurance  to  cover  such  a  loss. 

There  are  occasional  break-ins  of  bank 
safe  deposit  vaults  but  these  are  rare. 

Since  these  occur,  though  rarely,  it  pays 
to  have  a  list  of  the  contents  outside  the 
box  to  help  prove  their  existence. 

There  is  historical  precedence  of  box 
renters  being  denied  access  to  their  boxes 
(1930s)  but  a  repeat  of  this  scenario  is 
unlikely  to  recur  in  the  absence  of  a  panic 
in  a  severe  economic  crisis  where  government 
might  want  to  confiscate  gold  and/or  tax 
the  contents  such  as  unreported  cash. 

Also,  the  I.R.S.  has  the  right  to  access 
safe  deposit  boxes  without  the  renter's 
permission  or  knowledge.  But,  they  must 
first  obtain  a  court  order  showing  that  a 
crime  has  been  committed  or  that  taxes  are 
owed  the  government.  They  are  also  searching 
for  hidden  income  in  the  box.  If  such  cir¬ 
cumstances  were  known  to  the  box  renter,  it 
would  seem  the  right  time  for  him  to  empty 
the  contents  of  the  box. 

If  a  bank  goes  bankrupt  and  the  doors 
are  shut,  a  box  renter  won't  be  able  to  get 
into  his  box  until  the  emergency  is  over.

Again,  generally  speaking,  safe  deposit 
boxes  show  a  long,  secure  record  for 
safety  and  tend  to  be  safer  than  home 
storage . 

The  alternative  to  bank  safe  deposit 
boxes  is  that  of  home  storage.  But  where 
can  valuables  be  safely  hidden  around  the 
home?  Some  common  hiding  places  are  behind 
stairwells  in  closets,  behind  ventilators, 
etc.  The  main  problem  here  is  the  moisture 
created  with  the  change  in  temperature  and 
this  plays  havoc  with  rare  coins  and  stamps. 

Another  method  is  that  of  burying  val¬ 
uables.  This  is  an  ancient  way  of  securing 
their  safety  but  it  has  many  drawbacks. 

First,  the  terrific  moisture  problem. 

Second,  the  burial  location  must  be  four 
or  five  feet  deep  to  escape  the  newer  metal 
detectors.  Lastly,  people  tend  to  forget 
where  they  bury  things. 

The  best  home  storage  method  is  either 
to  buy  a  large  safe,  secured  to  the  floor, 
or  a  good  floor  safe  with  its  location 
known  to  as  few  people  as  absolutely  nec¬ 
essary,  thus  preventing  the  compromising 
the  safety  of  your  valuables. 

The  obvious  advantages  of  storing  at 
home  are  those  of  privacy  and  of  ready 
accessibility.  Many  collectors  and  investors 
use  both  the  safe  deposit  box  and  a  safe  at 
home.  Remember,  there  is  no  100%  place  of 
safety,  but  you  will  obtain  reasonable 
security  by  abiding  by  the  aforementioned 
caveats .

I  made  some  interesting  discoveries  as  I 
was  working  on  advertising  for  the  new  bar 
catalog.  Harry  Forman  told  me  that  Medallic 
Art  Company  has  gone  out  of  business.  Anothe 
company  going  out  of  business  soon  is  Coin 
Gallery  of  San  Francisco.  The  Unity  Mint 
which  made  a  lunar  landing  bar  and  a  train 
ingot  in  1989  was  sold  at  the  end  of  1990  to 
a  firm  in  Baltimore.  Tri-State  Mint  stopped 
producing  ingots  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago, 
and  Green  Duck  Corp.  is  thinking  about  start¬ 
ing  up  production  of  bars  again.  Things 
change.  If  anyone  has  any  corrections  or 
updates,  please  write  and  tell  us. 

Steve  Rood  sent  me  a  box  full  of  the  best 
reading  material!  Copies  of  the  old  Limited 
Edition,  Tom  Greathouse's  newsletters,  the 
Silver  Bar  News ,  and  much  more.  Many  of  our 
members  have  been  involved  for  as  long  as 
the  hobby  has  been  around,  and  one  article 
from  the  Limited  Edition  bears  repeating. 

It  is  reprinted  with  permission  from  Bill  & 
Nita  Cassin. 

"Some  dealers  and  certain  collectors 
are  doing  their  best  to  keep  the  hobby  going 
and  make  it  advance,  BUT  what  about  all  of 
the  other  people  in  this  hobby?...  This 
hobby,  like  all  other  hobbies,  has  people 
that  can  range  from  'novice'  to  'advanced'. 

The  'novice'  might  feel  that  he  will  be 
laughed  at  for  asking  questions  he  feels 
are  basic,  and  is  reluctant  to  make  sugges¬ 
tions  because  of  his  newness  to  the  hobby. 
This  person  is  very  wrong  if  this  is  the 
reason  for  not  writing  a  letter.  Other 
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collectors  will  bend  over  backward  to  fur¬ 
nish  answers  (with  no  sign  of  a  snicker) 
and  will  weigh  all  suggestions.  We  all 
learn  from  suggestions.  A  suggestion  will 
bring  both  agreement  and  disagreement,  but 
overall  it  makes  a  person  think.  This  brings 
about  changes  and  advancement. 

Now  look  at  the  'advanced'  collector. 

This  person  seeks  all  the  knowledge  available, 
and  knows  that  there  is  no  person  who  can 
furnish  all  the  answers.  Some  of  these  people 
have  run  across  many  items  that  bring  questions 
to  their  minds,  but  are  reluctant  to  ask  them 
eeling  that  no  one  can  give  the  answers.  Who 
knows  what  will  happen  until  they  give  it  a 
try?  A  Tid-Bit  here,  and  a  Tid-Bit  there 
often  furnishes  clues  that  will  solve  the 
riddles. 


I  would  like  to  see  the  members  of  this 
hobby  become  Letter  Writers  for  several 
reasons.  All  of  us  will  benefit  from  the 
questions  and  suggestions.  if  a  round  table 
format  is  established,  and  everything  is 
thrown  out  for  discussion,  ALL  collectors  will 
benefit,  and  it  will  be  the  widest  possible 
way  to  distribute  information.  Think  about 
it !  "

MINTAGES 

Have  you  ever  given  though!  lo  Minings  and  what  they  mean  ?.  Especially  when  II  comes 
lo  Ihe  number  of  rounds  or  bars  lhal  are  available  lo  a  collector. 

There  Is  mi  my  lo  accurately  tell  how  many  pieces  of  a  particular  issue  are  available  to  the 
collector.  Generally  there  are  three  ways  that  mintages  are  announced: 

(II  Mintage.  This  aulas  that  this  is  the  total  llama  that  ran  b»  struck.  At  lha  aama 
lime  it  doesn't  say  that  the  total  amount  will  be  struck. 

(2)  Opm  Mintage.  This  tells  you  lhai  there  is  no  limit  10  the  number  ttf  Items  that  an 

be  struck. 

(3)  Ng  Menl ion  o(  Mintage.  Where  there  is  no  mention  of  mintage,  you  can  bank  on 
it  being  Open  where  the  amount  struck  is  up  to  the  person  issuing  the  Item. 

Now  for  Ihe  "Sticky  Wicket".  A  producer  may  announce  a  toU!  mintage  of  an  Item,  but  is 
unsure  of  how  they  will  sell.  It  is  decided  to  produce  part  of  this  mintage,  lest  the  market,  and 
go  on  from  there.  If  Ihe  item  sells,  more  will  be  struck  until  possihlv  Ihe  toUl  mintage  figure  is 
reached.  If  Ihe  item  doesn’t  sell,  production  is  cut  off.  It  is  rare  that  s  producer  will  announce 
the  final  mintage  of  his  Item.  This  results  In  actual  mintages  that  are  far  different  than  expected. 

On  Ihe  other  hand,  I  know  of  producers  who  announce  a  mintage  and  have  this  total  struck 
at  the  first  minting.  At  times  an  item  will  sell  out  and  he  wishes  he  had  upped  bis  estimates.  On 
Ihe  other  hand,  it  is  far  more  likely  that  he  will  have  a  surplus  that  will  be  melted  down  at  a 
later  dale.  Again,  nothing  lo  indicate  true  mintage,  or  what  is  available. 

Other  producers  advertli*  Ihe  issuance  of  an  Item.  Art  work  Is  included  In  Ihe  Ad..  They  then 
writ  until  they  receive  enough  orders  lo  justify  striking  Ihe  Item.  They  include  a  few  extra  for 
their  own  use.  These  people  risk  very  little  money  in  the  venture.  Seldom  is  there  an 
announcement  of  Ihe  final  mintage. 

As  you  can  see,  mintage  is  very  inaccurate  when  you  try  lo  associate  it  with  a  Bar  or  Round.
